WASHINGTON

- A new 
compromise bill is moving in the 
Senate to end federal price controls on 
some natural gas and allow prices to 
consumers to rise gradually. 


Congress has been deadlocked on the 
issue. The Senate voted last October to 
phase out interstate price ceilings on 
natural gas but the House voted in 
February to continue the controls on 
major producers. 


On Tuesday, the Senate Commerce 
Committee sought to break this im­ 
passe by voting 16-1 in favor of a 
compromise that would retain some 
price controls while eliminating oth­ 
ers.

affect consumer prices, committee 
aides said that at the very least, it 
would mean IO to 15 per cent higher 
bills per year to those who use natural 
gas to heat their homes.

President Ford is back in the victory 
circle in an up-anddown Republican 
presidential campaign, rearmed for 
the skirmishes that will point the way 
to the last big primary election match 
in Ronald Reagan's California.

Carter said they can’t do it, despite 
the trouncing Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. of California dealt him in the 
Maryland primary. 
Carter led in Michigan, but barely. 
With 99 per cent of the precincts 
counted, he led Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona there by only 3,017 votes. 
Ford said he was really on the road 
to the GOP nomination after his twin 
victories on Tuesday with 65 per cent 
of the Michigan vote and 58 per cent in 
Maryland. 
But the road so far has been marked 
by 
twists 
and 
detours, 
for 
the 
President and for his conservative 
challenger. And there may be more 
ahead, with a dozen primary elections 
still to come. 
Despite Carter’s insistence that he 
can afford losses and is too far ahead 
to be stopped now, he is encountering 
unexpected obstacles. It takes vic­ 
tories, not late season losses, to con­ 
vince wavering delegates that they 
should sign up and transform a lead 
into a nominating majority. 
So, for all the talk of crucial elec­ 
tions,

comebacks, the 
message of the primaries could turn 
out to be that there is no decisive 
message, and that the climactic fights 
will be waged on the floors at the 
Democratic and Republican national 
conventions.

support among GOP delegates who are 
formally uncommitted.

Lucasville 
Stabbings 
Investigated 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An 
outbreak of stabbings, including one 
that left a prisoner in critical con­ 
dition, was being investigated today by. 
the Highway Patrol and authorities at 
Lucasville prison. 
A spokesman for the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction said six 
inmates had been stabbed or cut since 
Saturday. 
Otto Walker, 30, was in critical 
condition after being stabbed Tuesday 
afternoon in the back and chest by 
another inmate who took a knife from 
the prison kitchen, said Joseph Ashley. 
The inmate with the knife was 
grabbed by other prisoners after the 
stabbing and beaten until guards could 
pull them off him, Ashley added.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - About 14,000 
students in Dayton are receiving 
letters this week telling them whether 
they will be bused next fall in a deseg­ 
regation plan established under a 
court order. 
The mailing of the letters by school 
officials is the first step in the Dayton 
desegregation plan, pairing students in 
two predominantly white and two all­ 
black high schools to achieve racial 
balance. 
Next week, students who enrolled in 
37 elementary schools being paired in 
September will receive letters telling 
them which schools they will attend. 
The desegregation plan is a result of 
an agreement between school ad­ 
ministrators and a court-appointed 
master which was approved by a 
federal judge. 
Human relations committees have 
been formed at the four paired high 
schools to discuss the program, but 
representatives say reaction from stu­ 
dents and parents has been slight. 
One community member of a human 
relations committee said there was 
little participation in a meeting 
scheduled at one of the high schools. A 
teacher on the committee said he has 
not heard community reaction for or 
against the'busing program. 
The plan is one of a series of court 
actions brought by the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in school systems in 
Ohio.

The Ultimate Evil 


This space is not a book review 
column. Now and then I find a story 
worth telling in a book. It is good policy 
to give credit to the author and his 
work. 
It is conscience - nothing more, 
nothing less - which impels me to 
recommend on this day a book which 
has been on the market six months. It 
is entitled “The War Against the Jews. 
1933-1945.” The author is Lucy S. 
Dawidowitz. The publisher is Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston. 
It is possible, even probable, that 
you have not heard of it. In my opinion 
it is one of the most important books of 
the decade. Surely it does not come 
easy to concede that ‘‘The War Against 
the Jews” is more compelling history 
than any books I have written in the 
past IO years. 
By nature I am opposed to books 
written about the persecution of the 
Jews by Jews. Many are wrapped in a 
mist of emotionalism. They appeal to 
the heart more than the head. 
Ms. Dawidowitz is a Jew. She 
teaches modem Jewish history at 
Yeshiva University. She holds the 
I^wis Chair in Holocaust Studies. 
Obviously the lady 
would be 
prejudiced, feverish, 
desperate to 
paint a black portrait of the Nazis and 
an innocent white one of the Jews of 
Europe. 
Untrue. Dawidowitz is a historian, 
which is to say that her research is 
deep and impeccable, that she weighs 
tacts carefully and exercises a 
masterful command of the English 
language. I read it in bed. The author 
made me see the Warsaw ghetto. 
Against my will, I lived in it. 
The book, page by page, became a 
vivid movie. Among the 400,000 Jews of 
Warsaw I understood the solemn 
elders who knew that “ relocation” by 
the S.S. troops meant gas chambers 
and mass graves. 
I also learned of the young Jews who 
staged dances and organized night 
clubs and solicited acts on the edge of 
death. Was it morally wrong for a Jew 
to serve on a ghetto police force, 
rounding up other Jews on orders from 
the Nazis? To put it another way, is it 
cowardly to do something reprehen­ 
sible in order to keep your wife and 
babies alive for one more week? 
.And what of the Germans9 Why was 
it so easy to stomp on the conscience 
and herd the little ones and the old ones 
into camps, there to starve them, 
hum iliate them , experim ent with 
them, kill them to the number of six 
million and force the living to bury the 
dead? 
How about those 80 million Germans 
who tell their children that they knew 
nothing of the “excesses” of Hitler and 
Himmler? Were all of them deaf to the 
pitiful wails coming from the cattle 
cars at the railroad stations? Is it 
possible that no Germans missed their 
Jewish neighbors who disappeared in

the night? 
The tears of the dead are still falling. 
Their crime was helplessness. They 
could not confront the iron efficiency of 
the Nazi machine. The killing of 
millions requires logistical support 
and money. Heinrich Himmler had but 
one worry: his men could not bury the 
Jews as fast as he could kill them. 
I looked for huge reviews of this 
book. They were nowhere. I studied the 
bestseller charts. “The War Against 
the Jews” didn’t make it. America 
seemed to be occupied with reading 
about explosive orgasms.

Speaking Of Your Health

Have you ever heard of a person 
losing her hair while dieting? Our 
doctor said that our daughter’s loss of 
hair is due to an almost starvation diet 
that she's been on. 
Mrs. HR., Ken. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
Your doctor has good cause to 
believe that there is some relationship 
between sudden, severe “ almost 
starvation” diets and the loss of hair. 
At the I letterman Army Medical 
Center in San Francisco, Dr. R.B. 
Odom and Dr. D. K. Goette reported a 
series of such cases. In all of them, the 
patients gave a history of a very 
vigorous four-to-six week weight 
control program. 
All of these patients recovered their 
hair when the starvation diet was 
stopped. 
It is well known that any upheaval in 
the body m echanism can cause 
temporary loss of hair. After a severe 
illness, after childbirth, after an in­ 
fectious disease with high fever and 
after severe emotional shock a tem­ 
porary loss of hair may occur. 
Physicians have long recognized 
that certain drugs, especially those 
with anti-cancer properties, have been 
responsible for hair fallout. 
In most instances, regrowth of hair 
occurs about six months after the 
beginning of the loss of hair. 
The loss of hair is another reason 
why embarking on any program that is 
shocking to the body should be un­ 
dertaken only with the doctor’s per­ 
mission.

naturalist Warren Wells says from 
where his trail starts, you can almost 
see three states. But those who travel 
the nature trail he created at the top of 
an out-of-the way hillside never will 
see Ohio, Kentucky or Indiana. 


The nature trail is one of the coun­ 
try’s first for the blind, and the 
Hamilton County Park District has left 
it as natural as possible. 


“ We want them to be able to hike in 
the woods as we do, smell the flowers, 
feel the leaves or the bark on the trees, 
get smacked by twigs,” says Wells, 
who designed the half mile trail. 
“ They tell me ‘Mr. Wells, we want to 
step in mud and maybe trip a little. 
We’ve been protected too much.’” 
The nature trail offers protection, 
but only a minimum amount. There 
are no concrete surfaces to walk. To 
Wells, losing contact with the earth 
means losing contact with nature. 
There are no attempts to clear much 
of the debris, or 
many 
of the 
overhanging branches. Many of the 
obstacles are noted on the guidewire 
which is strung around the park. 
When a group enters the trail, they 
grab onto a wire which leads them 
around. When a hiker feels one knot on 
the wire, it means “ rough ground is 
ahead,” such as roots, stumps, or deep 
slopes. Two knots means tree limbs 
and vines three feet ahead. Three 
knots direct the hiker’s attention to 
signs, printed in braille, which discuss 
distinguishing characteristics of 
different trees.

something different. For that matter, 
he can come back every day and the 
trail won’t be exactly the same. Nature 
is never static,” Wells noted. There 
may be a branch down, or the trail 
may be wet because of the rain. 
“ In fall, a person can rustle through 
crisp leaves and step on fallen hickory 
nuts. In the spring, he can touch the 
buds as they begin to form.’' 
In addition to “ seeing" - that is how 
most of Wells’ groups describe it — the 
forest, they can also taste it. 
“ We take them out and say: ‘There 
are blueberries there. Go help your­ 
self.’” 
There are animals — deer, fox and 


woodchuck, whose movements can be 
heard clearly when the wind is still 
There are wild onions and flowers to be 
smelled and slippery elm to be tasted. 
A person can be as adventurous as 
he wants. He can come alone or in a 
group. The only problem with coming 
in a group is that the setting is so rural. 
a bus cannot get to it. 
Some of the users are former hikers 
who have gone blind and who had 
despaired of ever going into the woods 
again on anything but the arm of a 
guide. Many of those who take the trail 
are children, blind from birth. There 
are never many people on the trail.

In Air Hall O f Fame 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — Sen. John 
Glenn, a former astronaut, and seven 
other pioneers of aviation will be 
admitted to the Aviation Hall of Fame 
in ceremonies on July 24. 
Glenn, 55, is a retired Marine Corps 
colonel who served as a pilot in World 
War II and the Korean War. As one of 
the original seven astronauts in the 
space program, Glenn, D-Ohio, was 
the first American to orbit the earth. 
Also honored by the Aviation Hall of 
Fame will be: 
-Clarence Duncan Chamberlin, 83, 
an early test and air race pilot 
Chamberlin was known for his en­ 
durance and long distance flights, 
including a nonstop flight from New 
York to Germany in 1927. 
—Retired Air Force Maj. Gen. 
Albert Francis Hegenberger, Bl, for 
his pioneering work in developing 
early 
flight 
instruments 
and 
navigation equipment for the Army 
Air Service. Hegenberger also de­ 
veloped a flight instrument and radio 
beacon system that enabled him to 
make the first official solo blind flight 
and the first transoceanic flight to 
Hawaii. 
—Retired Air Force Gen. Nathank 
Farragut Twining, 79, who served as 
Air Force Chief of Staff from 1957 to 
1960. Twining served in the Army 
Corps during World War II, at one time 
commanding three combat air forces 


simultaneously. 
- Retired Brig. Gen. George William 
Goddard, 87, for contributions while 
serving in the Army Air Service. He 
worked with aerial photography as a 
means of improving reconnaissance 
and 
mapping, 
and 
worked 
on 
development of the Air Force aerial 
strip camera used in nuclear tests and 
surveillance flights. 
—Edwin Albert Link, 72, who in­ 
vented mechanical flight simulators 
used to train military and civilian 
pilots for solo flight, instrument flight 
and aerial navigation. He also devel­ 
oped special simulators used for 
astronaut training in the space 
program. 
—W illiam Allan Patterson, 77, 
retired president of United Air Lines. 
Patterson was a central figure in the 
air transport industry for 40 years 
during the development of modem 
passenger service. 
—The late Sanford Alexander Moss, 
an engineer and researcher in ther­ 
modynamics. Moss’ research led to the 
development of the aircraft engine 
turbo-supercharger, which enabled 
aircraft to maintain high speed flight 
at high altitudes. 
I/well Thomas, news commentator 
and author, will be honorary chairman 
of the event. Also scheduled are dedi­ 
cation ceremonies on July 23 of a new 
section of the Air Force Museum. 
Top Battle Fought 
A t Fallen Timbers

One of the great land battles of 
American history, especially from the 
standpoint of what it meant to early 
Ohioans, was fought at the rapids of 
the Maumee River, at a spot called 
Fallen Timbers, in Lucas County, in 
November 1811. 
There Gen. “ Mad” Anthony Wayne 
with about 2,000 regular troops and 
1,500 horsemen and volunteers from 
Kentucky, broke Indian resistance for 
all time. Wayne had sent Blue Jacket, 
the Indian leader, one last offer of 
peace. The chiefs asked for a delay of 
ten days, but typical of Wayne, he gave 
them no time to increase their strength 
and moved on them at once. 
Little Turtle had advised the chiefs 
to make peace, saying, "we have 
beaten the enemy twice under dif­ 
ferent commanders (Harmar and St. 
(lair)...the Americans now have a 
chief who never sleeps. Night and day 
are alike to him. We have never been 
able to surprise him Something whis­ 


pers to me it would be well to listen to 
his offers of peace.” 
But Blue Jacket and the other chiefs 
were for war. Soon they got more than 
they expected, being defeated dis­ 
astrously at the spot where once a 
great storm had felled hundreds of 
trees. The Indians fled into the forest 
after the British failed to help them. 
Never again could they make a united 
stand against the inroads of the white 
settlers. 
It was a total victory. John Cleves 
Symmes, surveyor and lawyer of New 
Jersey who had purchased 600,000 
acres in the rich Miami Valley, 
testified to the affect of the battle and 
the subsequent Treaty of Greenville. 
After Wayne’s victory, cabins in 
C incinnati were abandoned by the 
dozens by settlers who moved out into 
the river valleys now freed of the 
dangers of Indian attacks. The greater 
part of Ohio became safe for the 
owners of individual farms, and the 
rush for land really got under way. 
G oodyear Confirm s 
Leukem ia Death 


AKRON, Ohio (A P) — The Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co. has acknowledged 
that one of its workers at its St. Marys 
plant who died of leukemia had been 
working in an area which used ben­ 
zene. 
The 1950 death of Charles E. Long, 
29, had been overlooked by the firm’s 
medical personnel, Goodyear con­ 
firmed Tuesday, because Long worked 
in the pliofilm operation for only five 
weeks. 
The St. Marys plant is under in­ 
vestigation by the National Institute 
for Occupational Safety and Health 
(NIOSH) which is investigating the 
link between leukemia and benzene 
exposure levels. The death of at least 
six 
employes 
who 
worked 
at 
Goodyear’s Akron plant from 1954 to 
1964 also are being investigated to see 
if they may have been caused by ex­ 
posure to benzene. 
Long’s death was revealed by the 
Akron Beacon-Joumal as part of an 
ongoing investigation. A Goodyear 
spokesman confirmed that Long died

The agency admin­ 
istering workmen’s compensation 
didn’t know of the possible link bet­ 
ween benzene and leukemia when the 
ruling was made. Benzene is used as a 
solvent in producing the film from 
natural rubber. 
B F. Goodrich Co. was the first tire 
company to report leukemia deaths in 
connection with its work force in its 
synthetic rubber operations. The 
report two months ago sparked studies 
and similar death reports by other 
rubber companies. 
An NIOSH researcher has said that a 
preliminary investigation of the St. 
Mary’s plant showed that in most 
areas the benzene levels were within 
the federal limits of IO parts per 
million. But other researchers said 
that no one really knows what the 
danger level of benzene is.

And, he is openly exploiting the 
advantage without apology, cam­ 
paigning in his usual intense manner, 
but sticking with stock issues—utilities 
and oil companies — and avoiding 
confrontations with Stanton. 
“ I do think that it has not been an 
exciting campaign,” he concedes.” ! 
think ifs a good campaign if it is low 
key. I ’m satisfied with the pace of the 
campaign, and I’m optimistic about 
the results.” 
If his campaign literature is not 
meant to suggest he is an incumbent, it 
is a strong reminder of his ll months in 
the Senate in 1974. The heading 
proclaims “ Return Metzenbaum to the 
Senate.” 
Metzenbaum defeated Glenn in the 
1970 Democratic primary, but then lost 
to Taft in the general election. In 
January 1974 former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan named him to a vacant Senate 
seat, but he lost to Glenn four months 
later in the Senate primary. 
He recalls introducing himself 
during the 1974 campaign and pressing 
the flesh at campaign appearances, 
only to be interrupted by ringing ap­ 
plause as Glenn, the former astronaut, 
entered the room. 
Now, opponent Stanton is fighting for 
recognition, and Metzenbaum is a 
familiar face as he wades through 
crowds in a gray suit and gray round- 
necked sweater. 
He rails tirelessly about the power 
and influence of oil companies and 
public utilities, 
capitalizing on a 
crusader image. He has become a 
familiar figure at legislative com­ 
mittee meetings and regulatory hear­ 
ings, fighting for what he views as 
consumer interests. 
He also campaigns on what he calls a 
“ vacuum 
of 
leadership” 
in 
Washington and the need for a national 
health insurance program. 
“ I spent a year in the Senate, and I 
know I can make an impact,” he says. 
“ Given six years, I can have a 
tremendous impact. Within two years I 
can be a leader in that body.” 
Metzenbaum 
is confident and 
relaxed, certain he is leading a lesser 
known opponent, whom he refers to as 
a “ nice guy” but with whom he is 
reluctant to share the stage. 
He expects to spend up to $350,000 on 
the primary campaign, about $35,000 
of it his own money.

Taxing A uthority On Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Taxes 
and the authority of the state to levy 
them are the subjects of Issue 8, the 
last proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment on Ohio’s June 8 primary election 
ballot. 
On its face, Issue 8 does not appear 
to 
be 
the type 
of 
constitutional 
amendment which would draw public 
support. It authorizes an income tax; it 
authorizes estate taxes, and it 
authorizes a 
severance 
tax on 
minerals. 


But the Constitutional Revision 
Commission, which proposed Issue 8 
as well as four other issues on the state 
ballot, says its effects aren’t nearly as 


extreme as they might appear. 
First, the state’s power to levy in­ 
come, estate and severance taxes 
already is well-established in common 
law and in three separate clauses of 
the 
constitution. 
The 
proposed 
amendment merely formalizes a legal 
authority which already exists, and 
combines the three clauses into one; if 
it were defeated, the state would still 
be legally authorized to charge the 
taxes. 
And second, Issue 8 would remove 
the present $20,000 ceiling on exemp­ 
tions to the estate tax, allowing a new 
and presumably higher ceiling to be 
set by law. 
The $20,000 ceiling was written into

Seek NTSB Approval 
O f Jet Engine Design 


CINCINNATI (AP) - General 
Electric Co. has asked the National 
Transportation Safety Board for ap­ 
proval of jet engine modifications it 
says will prevent possible plane 
crashes due to ingestion of birds. 


The NTSB hearings winding up 
today in Cincinnati are a continuation 
of hearings held earlier in New York 
City to study the crash Nov. 12,1975 of 
an Overseas National Airways DC 10- 
30 jet which flew through a flock of 
birds on takeoff from Kennedy 
International Airport. There were no 
fatalities in the crash. 
Rudy Kapustin, NTSB senior air 
safety investigator, said no deter­ 
mination of cause in the crash will be 
made for about six months.

Big Darby Creek 
Court Ruling 


Plum Speaks To Kiw anis Club 


I,arry Plum was the guest speaker at 
Circleville Kiwanis Club Monday. His 
topic was "Send A Mouse To College.” 


The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources (ODNR) has announced it 
will seek a reversal of the court ruling 
in the Big Darby Creek case that 
declared a portion of the Ohio Scenic 
Rivers I^w unconstitutional 
Natural Resources Director Robert 
W. Teater said he is requesting Ohio 
Attorney General William J. Brown to 
appeal to the Franklin County Court of 
Appeals a decision handed down May 
ll by Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Clifford Rader. 
The court decision, in favor of the 
City of Columbus which wants to build 
a dam and water supply reservoir on 
Big 
Darby 
Creek, 
holds 
un­ 
constitutional the authority of the 
Director of the Department of Natural 
Resources to approve or disapprove 
government projects along state 
scenic rivers. 
The authority, contained in Section 
1501.17 of the Ohio revised Code, was 
said by Judge Rader to illegally in­ 
terfere with the right of local govern­ 
ments to home-rule. 
Teater said that the purpose of this 
authority was not to block needed 
developments but to protect selected 
streams from destructive public 
projects. "There is a difference,” he 
emphasized. 
Judge Rader’s decision is the result 
of a lawsuit filed by the City of 
Columbus in April 1974 seeking to 


prohibit ODNR from designating as 
scenic the 54-inile portion of the Big 
Darby that flows through parts of 
Union, 
Madison, 
Franklin 
and 
Pickaway counties. 


"This court ruling, if allowed to 
stand, could have a devastating effect 
not only on the Ohio Scenic Rivers 
program, but on stream preservation 
programs in other states as well,” 
Teater said. 
“ Ohio is a national leader in iden­ 
tifying 
and 
protecting 
stream 
corridors with significant natural 
qualities,” Teater said. 
Since 1968, when Ohio became the 
first state in the nation to enact a 
scenic rivers law, eight rivers 
traversing a total of 490 miles have 
been designated part of the state 
scenic rivers system. 
Streams in the system are the little 
Miami, Sandusky, Olentangy, Grand, 
Cuyahoga, Maumee, Stillwater and 
little Beaver Creek. 


Portions of the little Miami and 
little Beaver Creek are also part of the 
national wild and scenic rivers system. 
Teater pointed out that an injunction 
prohibiting ODNR from designating 
Big Darby a scenic river was officially 
rescinded by Judge Rader, but that the 
department will delay further action 
on designation pending the appeal of 
the constitutionality question.
